G.S.R. 1229.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, ”1965 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of thei Rice (Madhya 
Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1958, published with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of 
Food) No, G.S.R. 1090 dated the 17th November, 1958, thei Central Government 
hereby makes the folloVing Order, namely:— 

1, Short title, extent and commencement. —(1) This Order may be called thei 
Rice (Madhya Pradesh) Second Price Control Order, 1958. 

(2) It extends to the Districts of the State of Madhya Pradesh specified in 
Schedule I to this Order. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which rice may be sold. —(1) The maximum prices at 
which rice of Coarse, Medium II, Medium I, Fine III, Fine 11 and Fine I grades 
specified in column (11 of Schedule IT to this Order may be sold In wholesale 
Quantities in any locality to Which this (i)rder extends shall be as specified in the 
corresponding entry in column (2) of the said Schedule. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-clause (1),— 

(a) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82 2/7 lbs; 

(b) 'sale in wholesale quantities’ means sale in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds in any one transaction; 

(c) ‘Coarse’, ‘Medium U’, ‘Medium I’, 'Fine -HI’, ‘Fine H’, ‘Fine I', respec¬ 

tively mean any one of the varieties of rice specified under the res¬ 
pective grade in Schedule III to this Order; 

(d) thei prices specified are,— 

(i) for naked grains and for delivery ex-sellers’ godown in rail-head 

markets, and 

(ii) for fair average quality conforming to the specification prescribed 

in Schedule IV to this Order applicaUe to the respective grade of 
rice; for rice below the fair average quality, the maximum prices 
shall be determined by reducing the specified prices by the amounts 
of cuts indicated in the said specification applicable to the respec¬ 
tive grade of rice; 

(e) for rice packed, marked and delivered in new gunny bags containing 

2J maunds (net) of rice the prices specified shall be increased by 
Re. 0.60 per maund.

Note :—i. Bcokens:—consist of pieces of rice ranging in size from r/8 to 3/4th of size of 
whole grain irrespective of colour and variety. All pieces less than i/8th of size of whole 
grain shall be completely eliminated from rice and if present shall be treated as foreign 
matter. 

2. Red grains:—Grains having more than l/4lh the total surface as red. 

3. Foreign matter :—include dirt, grit, earth particles, paddy, batik kanki (grain less than 

i/8th in size) and other foodgrains etc. 

4. Discoloured, damaged and chalky grains:—consist of grains having a colour different 

from general colour and shall include Pakad, and immature green grains—grains having 
one half or more as chalky to be reckoned as chalky grains. 

5. Pakad grains:—Yellow or Light Brown coloured rice milled from old or rain-touched 

paddy. 

6. The cut for admixtures or impurities for part of every one per cent rounded off to the 

first place of the decimal citceeding the tolerance hmit shall be in proportion to the 
actual quantum of such admixture or impurity calculated at the rate specified therefor 
for every one per cent.
